On this estate cotton is grown on a 
three course rotation of one year’ cot- 
ton and two years fallow. Native 
tenants farm the land which is divid- 
ed into 30 acre Dlocks, a unit for one’ 
tenant. Of these 30 acres, ten are 
sowed each year to cotton. The 
syndicate arranges for the land and 
the water supply, supervises the cul- 
tivation and marketing the crops, car- 
ries out the canalization and erects 
necessary buildings, and takes 50 per, 
cent of the gross yield. The land on 
this estate is steam ploughed and 
ridged on behalf of the native tenants 
and the cost of this work is charged, 
apeinst the tenant’s share. 

In the Gezira itself, some 20,000 
acres are cultivated yearly to cotton! 
tinder pump irrigation. The land. is 
expropriated from native owners by.

THE MILKY WAY 
Dr. Shapley made public his con- 


clusions at the annual Halley lecture |}, 


given recently at Oxford University, 
England, taking as his general sub- 
ject, “The Search for the Centre of 
the Milky Way.” He illustrated his 
findings with selections from 80,000 
photographs taken at the Harvard 
University Observatory in South 
Africa, 

One of the most amazing phases 
of the earth’s intake of shooting stars 
is the way human life is protected 
while the process goes on. There is 
a succession of atmospheric blankets 
or air-cushions between our globe and 
space which form a jrotecting buffer 
and-absorb the meteors ard meteorites 
before they can break through. 

‘If they were able to break through 
there, would be a continual storm of 
hard, blazing fragments which would 
soon wipe out cities and all plant:and 
animal life. Occas onelly a dangerous 
meteorite does break through. If it 


is.a big one it hits the earth with a 
terrible thud, blazing and sizzling, and 
stays hot for days. 

But the Divine plan has made it 
possible for the earth to eat its daily 


portion of shooting stars with very 
7 “accidents.” 


SHOOTING STARS. 


Almost every. one has seen shooting 
stars, but few people know exactly 
what they are, how they function, and 
what purpose they serve. Without 
them, the atmospheric “balance” of 
our earth would be destroyed and all 
light might disappear. Dr. Shapley 
explains them as follows: 

.“Meteors or shooting stars are 
fragments of matter in space. Every 
day as the earth whirls along its 
journey around the sun at a rate of 
eighteen and one-half milés per sec- 
ond, it encounters millions of these 
fragments, many of them travelling 
much faster than the earth. 

“There are many theories of their 
origin, Some have tried to account for 
them as projectiles thrown out by the 
mountains of the moon ages ago, when 
the moon was young, and its moun- 
tains were active volehnoes; but very 
few astronomers hold to this theory 
today. 

“Another hypothesis is that meteors 
are the debris of planets that have 
broken up or are material left over 
from the birth of the earth. 

FRAGMENTS OF COMETS? 

They are also explained as frag- 
cents of comets. It has been discov- 
ered that many meteors move in well- 
defined paths, and in several instances 
the path of a stream of meteors cor- 
responds to the path of a well-known 
comet; Others believe that they are 
nebulous formations that attract unto 
themselves the chemical properties of 
starry bodies as they progress toward 
the earth. ;

journey down the fifteen miles of 
North Sea Canal, which connects 
Amsterdam with the coast, will give 
some inkling why the Dutch are class- 
among the world’s great civil engin- 
eers. On both sides are typical 
stretches of “polder” land; the sale of 
‘reclaimed meadows contributed 
more than a quarter of the 40,000,000 
guilders which was the cost of the 
original canal. Drawing near to 
Ymuiden the boat will pass under the 
huge steel railway bridge which pivots 
about its centre to allow a liner or 
warship to pass up to the shipyards 
of Amsterdam. At the end of the main 
channel is the original Ymuiden lock, 
which was opened ~with the canal in 
1876. Before twenty years had passed 
the lock had become insufficient for 
the traffic passing through it, and in 
1896 a new and greater lock, 738 feet 
long, 82 feet wide, and 33 feet deep, 
was built by its side. This, again, 
soon proved inadequate, and in 1911 
a commission recoinmended the con- 
struction of a new lock 1,180 feet by 
131 feet by 46 feet. 
EXCEEDS SUEZ IN SIZE, 
Partly because of the war it was not 
urtil 1917 that the act sanctioning the 
new work was passed, and by that 
time it was decided still further to in- 
crease the dimensions to 1,312 feet by 
164 feet by 49 feet. (For convenience 
all measurements have been converted 
in this article from meters to feet. The 
figures are exact to the -earest whole 
number.) This is the scale on which 
the lock is being completed—a scale 
which will make Ymuiden. lock the 
largest in the world, greater than the

Strong, healthy roots that 
are at least two years old from seed or 
old crowns will give very satisfactory 
results. These should be dug up late 
in the autumn or just before the 
| ground freezes up for winter. Allow 
‘as much earth to adhere to the roots 
‘as possible, allowing them to remain 
| on the surface of the ground until the 
soil and roots have been. frozen 
through. Freezing is essential to good 
| forcing as it has been found by .ex- 
periment that roots that were not fro- 
zen before being placed in the cellar 
did not do as well as those that had 
been frozen. : 

A dark cellar where the temperature 
can be maintained around 55 degree FP. 
to 65 degree F. will be quite satisfac- 
tory. The frozen roots and soil should 
be brought in and placed on the cellar, 
floor adjacent to the furnace. Sand, 
earth or cinders should be piled around 
the roots to maintain an even moisture 
supply. At intervals of a week or ten 
days, it may be found necessary to ap- 
ply water to the soll mulch. It is un- 
necessary to apply fertilizer of any 
kind since the fleshy root-stalks have 
sufficient plant food stored up in them

to produce at least four good pullings. 


Under proper conditions, the first 
pulling should be ready in about four 
weeks from the time that the roots 
have been placed in the cellar. To 
maintain the supply throughout the 
winter, a second lot of roots should be

freeze. There are numerous anti- 
freeze solutions. The favored ones 
are denatured alcohol and glycerine, 
although chemically both are alcohols. 
The glyecerine products are sold un- 
deder a wide variety of trade names. 
In their unread counsel in the in- 
struction book they give to the car 
buyer, most manufacturers suggest 
either one of these solutions as an 
‘anti-freeze. In some cases, the higher 
viscosity of the glycerine solution puts 
a burden on the water pump of the 
car and that militates against its use. 
The cases are rare, however, and, so 
far as is known, do nat apply to any 
of the later cars. P 
Glycerine and a™cohol each has its 
virtues and defects. The former, cost- 
ing more initially, is not subject to 
evaporation losses. The latter is——but 
then, to its advantage, it costs less. 
Many are willing to pay the higher 
original price for glycerine to avold 
the necessity of having to go to a 
filling station to have the adequacy 
of the protective solution tested at 
regular intervals. Many others are 
not. It is a matter of choice, but an 
understanding of both solutions should 
facilitate the individual's selection. 


And the Right Fuel 


Then, there is the fuel system. . If 
it is not functioning perfectly: from 
gas tank filler-pipe to manifold parta, 
the motorist might as well get set 
now for a hard winter. The fuel sys- 
tem is a chain of lines, valves, floate 
and the like. They are fine, precise, 
hard-working units, but a Little dirt 
here and there, or a maladjustment 
somewhere along the line will quickly 
and dangérously diminish their effec- 
tiveness, . 

The motorist probably need look 
back no further than last winter to 
realize the truth of this statement. 
In looking, however, he is advised 
also to learn. The lesson, of course 
is to have the fuel system cleaned 
and adjusted so that it may function 
freely and in the proportion needed 
when the mercury fs nestling against 
zero or thereabouts.

Traveling Clinic Examined 
47,912 Children Last 
Year 


The Department of Public Instruc- 
, tion in Queensland, Australia, placed 
iin commission two years ago & motor 
ivan completely equipped for dental 
| wurgery, writes the Australian cor- 
respondent of The Journal of the 
American Medical Association. The 
function of this unit is to render den- 
tal service to children in isolated re- 
gions of Queensland who are remote 
from railway lines and established 
schools, No other dental treatment 
is available, in the districts visited. 
Fees are not charged, under ordinary 
circumstances, for attention to child- 
ren of school age, but adults are ex- 
pected to contribute to the cost of 
their treatment at reasonable rates. 

The “advance agent” duties are 
performed by the Queensland Radio 
Station (4QG), which broadcasts the 
location and immediate itinerary of 
the travelling clinic every Thursday. 
In many cases, adults and children 


have traveled long distances to re-| 


ceive attention. During 1927, 635 
children and 203 adults received den- 
tal service at this clinic. For the 
eight months ended December, 1927, 
the unit traversed 2,977 miles in the 
central and western potrions of the 
State. 

Besides the inspection and remedial 


work, the dental officer also imparts | 


instruction to the “outback” children 
on the care of the teeth. Charts and 
posters are provided to facilitate this 
popular education. This clinic is part 
of a dental staff, the personnel « of 
which comprises a chief dental inspec- 
tor and eleven dental officers. During 
/1927 the departmental dentists exam- 
ined 47,912 children. Dental opera- 
tions are performed only when the 
parents cannot afford to obtain the 
services of a practicing dentist. Talks 
on dental hygiene are a feature of the

Admiral 
Scheer, who had succeeded Admiral 
von Holtzendorff as chief of the Ger- 
iman Naval General Staff, agreed, but 
only on condition that the Kaiser ac- 
company him on his flagship and as-~ 
sume nominally. supreme command, In 
this demand, the paper says, Scheer 
had not only the support of practic- 
ally all naval officers, but also that of 
Prince Max von Baden, General Lu- 
dendorf and ‘Admiral Tirpitz. The lat- 
ter felt that the Kaiser’s -presence 
with the fleet would rally all sections 
of the population around the throne. 
Admiral Scheer thereupon proceed- 
ed to arrange with the Kaiser details 
of the battle. The Kaiser fell in with 
the fleet’s demand, declaring that, he 
could not conceive of a more noble 


death than that of dying at the head |

As the dry wind 
sweeps out over the prairies the clouds 
will disappear, and a clear blue sky 
follows and the warm wind blows with 
the softness of March in Maryland. . 

Every mild spell in winter is not 
ithe herald of a chinook, Mr. Hassard 
points out. A chinook is a definite, 
distinct phenomenon. 

“After a chinook watch out for a 
blizzard!” the Medicine Hat weather 
observer. warns. Blizzards, being rare, 
‘do not necessarily always follow a 
chinook. But it frequently happens 
that a severe blizzard comes in. the 
wake of one. 

The blizzard is peculiar to North 
America. Other parts of the world 
have severe winter storms, but no one 
of them has anything just like the 
blizzard. Europe’s great winter storms 


|eome from the northeast; the blizzard 


always comes from the northwest. 

Medicine Hat never sees much snow. 
A fall of one foot, fifteen years ago, 
stands today as the record. The low- 
est temperature, 48 degrees below 
zero, occurred in 1913. 

Lying in a depression two miles 
wide, scooped out by the South Sas- 
katchewan River during many ages, 
Medicine Hat is 200 feet below the 
prairies that stretch away for miles 
in every direction. Long ago two hos- 
tile tribes of Indians engaged in a 
battle a mile or two above the present 
site of the town. Before the fighting 
began one of the medicine men con- 
cealed in his war bonnet some rare 
herbs found only in the Rocky Moun- 
tains. During the fight ‘he lost it. 


MEDICINE HAT’S NAME. 


When the.battle was over and his 
side the victors, the medicine man’s 
war bonnet was found some distance 
down the river where it had floated 
and lodged at a place where the stream 
makes a great “U” turn at a wide and 
deep depression in the prairie.

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A private letter from an Engiish 
naval officer, from Honolulu, briefly 
describes the commemoration of Oap- 
tain Cook’s centenary in the Hawall 
Islands, of which he was the discoyv- 
erer, * 
. “We aro now,” he says, “colebrat 
jing the hundred and. fiftieth anniver- 

sary of Oook’s discoverey of these 
islands on January 18, 1778. The cele 
brations had to be postponed til the 
summor, as the wind ts so uncertain 
during the winter months; and very 
big seas are experienced on the coast,

and found H.M.S. Cornwall here from 
England and H.M.A.8.

Eventually, before the evening was 
over, we would enthusiastically pie- 
ture in our imagination the perfect 
project, the gum boot farmer's para- 
dise, and describe it in detail, to. get 
our minds off our own. 


When Jim and | reached the Sen- 
nat Dam across the Blue Nile in the 
Auglo-Egyptian Sudan—believe Jt or 
‘not—we saw It, just as I had specified. 
There is the irrigation éngineer’s 
fream come true; there is the gum 
boot farmer's paradise. . 

First we visited the dam itself, that 
huge coucrete barrage that stops the 

- Nile to its tracks. Nearly two miles 
tong from end to end, it takes an 
hour to walk the length and back of 
this great highway across a conquered 
ver. On the one side presses the 
captive lake, fifty miles long, sufficient 
water to supply the needs of the city 
‘ot New York for a period of two 
years. Below, on the other side is the 
torrent loosed through the roaring

Fur 
thermore the plain had never been 
surveyed and the whole was so level 
and so regular there were no land- 
marks or boundary stones by which 
the natives could even identify their 
claims, It was surveyed and at every 
minute of latitude and longitude tron 
poles were erected with cross vanes 
on which are stamped the degrees and 
minutes of latitude and longitude. 
Traveling over the flat Gezira is like 
sailing on the ocean and we, navigated 
in minutes and degrees in exactly the 
same manner. 


The management of the area was 
entrusted to the Sudan Plantations 
The Sudan government 
were to be responsible for the financ- 
ing and building of the dam and the 
major canalization. The syndicate 
became responsible for the minor 
canalization, management of the 
whole enterprise and for financing 
the tenants.. The tenants. were ‘to 
supply the labor as cultivators. The | 
cotton crop was to. be divided into! 
portions of 35 per cent. to the gov- 
ernment, 25 per cent. to the syndic 
ate, and 40 per cent. to the tenant, 
and all other crops to the tenant. The 
Briish government guarantee an 
original loan of $15,000,000 for financ- | 
ing. The dam was started In 19f4 but} 
was stopped on the outbreak of the | 
war. After the war the loan was 
doubled and construction started 
The final full cost was about 
$50,000,000 which includes canaliza- 
tion. If someone were to dig three | 
canals from New York to San 
Francisco the total length would be 
about equal to the mileage of the 
canals and fleld channels on the 
Gezira schenie, or $,386 miles. 


The gorernment took forty yeara 
lease from the registered owners of

grain for his own consumption. In-,| 
stead of relying on the precarious! 
rains he gets regular water for which | 
he pays only as much as if he lived, 
along the Nile bank and we were 
getting it from -an ox-drawn water 
wheel. He has the best cotton seed 
distributed to him, he geta'cash ad- 
vances at low interest and he gets 
plowing machinery to plow his land, 
He gets expert supervision in his cul 
tivating and his marketing. In fact, 
he gets so much that he is buying 
fine automobiles and living on a scale 
a thousand times higher than his an- 
cestors have ever lived before him, 

The soil of the Gezira is a stiff loarf 
containing over fifty per cent. of clay. 
It rapidly becomes fmpervious to 
water so that mo seepage occurs 
through the canal banks. The land is 
cultivated by machinery well ahead 
of sowing time. This is done by the. 
syndicate with cable plows drawn 
back and fotth between two tractors, 
one at either end of the fleld. The 
seed is a long staple Egyptian cot- 
ton exclusively and is dibbled in at 


‘similar, and 


The yield is about 300 pounds of 
long staple lint cotton per acre. This | 
makes an addition to the world cot-, 
ton producion- of some 30 million’ 
pounds of Egyptian cotton annually, 
and‘the development of the Gezira| 
has only begun. What effect this and | 
even larger, irrigation! 
projects farther down the Nile may 
have on thé U.S. cetton surplus pro- 
duction remains to be seen. At any 
rate it is well worth watching.
